ative parties in Its attitude toward 
America. 


For a tlmo thoro was doubt in 


Washington, even in tho minds of olll- 
clals nt tho Japanese embassy, ns to 
thci power behind tho 
demand of 


Count Okunm for the substitution for 
Aokl of a "strong man," by which 
term It was understood ho meant a 
Japanese committed to tho policy of 
demanding from America full rights 
ot citizenship, residence and Immigra- 
tion for Japanese. 


Aokl Realized Situation. 


Aokl had realized early tho Impos- 


sibility of obtaining all of these rights 
at this time, because of tho inability 
of tho national government to domi- 
nate n stnto administration. His re- 
ports to his government to that effect, 
with the Intimation that It was ad- 
visable to seek. Instead of unlimited 
rights, only those that might reasona- 
bly bo expected at this time—an op- 
portunist policy—at. llrst caused a dls- 
agreeable) Impression In Japan. 
The 


successful outcome of the recent war, 
with the natural Inflation of Japanese 
pride, tended to mako tho ambassa- 
dor's policy of doubtful popularity. 


Stronfl Pressure from Abroad. 


It In certain that tho SuloiiJI minis- 


try was taken aback for a time by the 
popular Indignation, and It even Is 
weakening and a disposition to make 
concessions. But soon after tho agi- 
tation had reached Its height Japan- 
ese business Interests began to feel 
strong pressure, from abroad, convey- 
ing a clear warning that a quarrel 
with America 
would 
leave Japan 


friendless, and certainly would dis- 
courage tho Investment of foreign 
capital In Japanese enterprises. 


With this favorable Influence, the 


Salonjl ministry found little difficulty 
In securing tho adhesion of tho two 
great parties in Japan to Its policy, 
and the announcement made from To- 
klo relative to Aokl's tenure Is re- 
garded as convincing evidence that 
Count Okuma's onslaught has failed 
and that the settled policy of Japan 
from now on will bo to discounte- 
nance "Jingo" agitation, as directed 
against America, and to endeavor to 
strengthen tho friendly relations be- 
tween tho two countries.

M. Clemenceau curt- 
ly replied that ho refused to parley 
with deserters or consider any propo- 
sition except unconditional surrender, 
adding that ho wan determined to 
utilize nil the government's forces If 
necessary In order to suppress an up- 
rising.

order at six o'clock Friday morning, 
the cheers of tho local crowd min- 
gling with the rolling of the drums and 
the strains of the bugles. After stack-

square until allowed to reoccupy their 
barracks, from whence they recently 
were transferred. 
The people gave 


the mutineers a warm welcome and 
furnished them with ample provisions

Without Many Fatalities. 


Tales of Heroism Relieve Recital of Appalling Disasters— 


Hairbreadth Escapes and Startling Adventures Form 


Part of the Building Up of the Great City, of the 


Future—"Immunes" Sought All Over Earth. 


New York.—Not millions of dollars 


alone, nor tho skill of designers, nor 
the cunning of craftsmen enter Into 
tho making of a great 
city. Sky- 


scrapers, bridges, tunnels and sub- 
ways must bo purchased at a heavy 
cost of human life. F«w realize how 
many men dlo that a great public 
work may bo created. Engineers and 
builders nay that the micrlllco Is In- 
evitable. Six tunnel systems aro bo- 
Ing constructed under tho North and 
Jimt rivers. 
According to on<; estl- 


muto, then1 Is one man killed In them, 
on an average, for every day of tho 
year. A well-known t-nglmvr has es- 
timated that every door of a modern 
building «f pretentious size has cost 
a life, either In tho forests where tho 
timber has been cut, In tho coal and 
Iron mines, and stone quarries, tho 
Hteel mills, tho caissons sunk deep In 
the earth for tho foundatloiiH, or In 
the steel superstructures 
that 
rise 


Inccllke to tho »ky. 


Hairbreadth Escapes. 


Yet tho spirit of adventure walks 


hand in hand with death. While many 
lives were lost that tho Brooklyn and 
Wllllamsburg bridge* might bo built, 
there were escapes by tho workmen 
encaged on them that would 
seem 


grotesque and Improbable If put into 
a novel. A man may dlo for every day 
of the year during tho construction 
of a caHsIon or river tunnel, but tho 
men who escape 
tell 
stories 
that 


would enhance tho fame of Hugo, Poo, 
or Eugene Sue. The sacrifice of life 
In public works, too. Is a story apart 
from tho record of seven lives ended 
by violence In this city for every day 
in tho year. It taken no count of tho 
men, women and children killed 'by 


terminal works, 20 In 
tho 
Bolmont 


tunnel, two In the subway borings un- 
der tho Hast river, and three In tho 
Hudson company's terminal at Church 
and Doy streets. 


Tho erection of the Brooklyn bridge 


between 1870 and 
188S advanced to 


thu accompaniment of casualty 
and 


death. John A. Roebllng, tho llrst en- 
gineer In chief, lost his llfo as tho re- 
sult of his responsibilities and an In- 
Jury received while nt work on the 
bridge. Ills eldest BOH. Col. W. 
A. 


Roebllng. succeeded him, but 
the 


bridge was still 111 Its early stages 
when ho became an Invalid from ex- 
posure, overwork and anxiety. 


Border on Humorous. 


Some of the escapes, miraculous as 


they seemed to be, were not without 
their suggestions of 
humor. 
One 


workman foil from 
tho Manhattan 


anchorage to the ground. 80 feet be- 
low, struck a pile of lumber, and lived 
to toll of It. Ho struck tho lumber 
with such force that ho broke one of 
tho planks neatly In tho middle. An- 
other workman plunged Into one of 
the well holes In tho Brooklyn tower. 
At tho bottom, 104 feet below, was a 
pool of water with an empty cement 
barrel flouting around In It. Tho fall- 
Ing man landed on tho barrel and 
rolled off Into tho water. 
Ho was 


only slightly hurt. 


An unprecedented record was made 


when tho Wllllamsburg bridge 
was 


built between 1897 and 
1904. 
Al- 


though as many as 2GO men worked 
at once under compressed air In tho 
caissons, not a single death from "tho 
bends" was reported. 
Tho 
hard 


of tho Brooklyn bridge culs- 


attacked by calsoon disease, but none 
of them ended fatally. 


This grc,nt public work was not to 


bo accomplished, „ however, without 
tho usual tribute of human life. Tho 
working force on tho brldgo varied 
from 400 to 800 men. 
Twenty of 


them were killed, mostly by falls. As 
was tho case 
with 
tho 
Brooklyn 


bridge, some of tho escapes 
wero 


grotesque, some almost miraculous, 


Wllllamsburg Bridge Fire. 


Many Now Yorkers will recall tho 


splendid spectacle one night early In 
November, 1902, when burning oil and 
woodwork atop tho Manhattan tower 
of tho brldgo shone over tho city like 
a blazing meteor. Then tho llremen, 
powerless to fight the blaze 100 feet 
In tho ulr, watched the flames spread 


those killed or Injured,

gineering staff, and 17 wero persons 
not connected with the operations, 
Jn tho two years tho subway cost 1C 
lives, nil but ono of tho victims being 
workmen. Again In 1902 tho list was 
formidable.

Dangers of Compressed Air. 


With nil precautions-It Is apparent- 


ly Impossible to prevent "the bonds" 
claiming its 
victims.

hogs' died in one day last. October, 
for Instance, because, as tho doctors 
believed, they had passed too quickly 
from tho compressed airlocks to the 
surface. A conspicuous example waa 
the death of young Chunnlng Dullard 


accidents in tho streets—ono victim 
'for every sunset. 
t A hint of tho sacrifice of llfo In pub- 
lic works was found lu tho records of 
tho board of coroners In Manhattan. 
Last year there wero 2,100 deaths by 
violence in tho boroughs, and C84, or 
nearly one-third, woro caused by falls, 
explosions, tho collapse of earth In ex- 
cavations, premature blasts, and fall- 
ing rocks and timbers. Tho rlvor tun- 
nels were pushed forward at tho cost 
of C8 lives, or 43 In tho Pennsylvania 


sons had been well learned. At first 
tho "sand hogs'1 worked In eight-hour 
shifts. 
Tho working periods 
woro 


gradually reduced ns

sank deeper and deeper beneath the 
rlvor bod, until, when tho workmen 
wero 107 foot below water lovol, tho 
shifts had been reduced to two a day 
of 45 minutes each.

Ono 
ot them crossed tho traverse platform 
from ono blazing foot brldgo to tho 
other Just ns tho burning structure 
fell. For awhile ho hung thoro over 
the river swaying to and fro like a 
spider whoso web Is torn by the 
wind. 
Then ho climbed to tho big 


cable overhead and crawled slowly to 
tho Brooklyn tower. 


When tho bridge was nearly fin- 


ished n riveter slipped on an Icy plat- 
form and fell ICO feet to tho East 
river. Ho turned sovonil somersaults 
on his way, down, struck tho water 
with a great splash, and was flshod 
out almost uninjured. Later a rivet- 
er's apprentice stopped on a greasy 
girder, slipped and fell to tho ground, 
100 feet beneath. 
Ho landed in a 


heap of sand, got up 
and 
looked 


around, as ho said later, "to sco If 
ho was dead." His only Injuries woro 
a broken arm and some bruises. 


Lives Lost In Subway.

In the building ot 
tho 
subway 


there havo been nearly 750 accidents, 
costing 90 lives, or four victims for 
overy mllo of track. Hardly had the 
work been started, In 1900, when full- 
Ing rock in tho south heading ot tho 
Ono Hundred and Sixty-eighth street 
tunnel killed flvo workmen and In- 
jured two others, 


Tho explosion of dynamtto In tho

5n great confusion, from every branch 


of the troo and all over Us trunk. 
The sap Is sucked from tho troo, and 
Its death is but a question of tlmo.

boards the same way. And It seems 
u groat pity. It Is a giant among tho 
great oaks of the universe. It Is over 
30 feet around at its base and well up 
In height, roars Its head several hun- 
dred feet, and has gigantic branches 
reaching out, as straight ns a chalk 
lino, for a distance of aver CO feet. 
It Is known to bo over 300 years old. 


But It is an 111 wind that blows 


Tho stringy moss, not 
much wider than several strands of 
hair from a horse's mane or tall, Is 
put through a cleaning process In 
Florida and Is shipped north to fac- 
tories, where It Is used as a substi- 
tute for hair in tho stuffing of sofas 
and mattresses for bods.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

MAKING FIREWORKS 


IT HAS DEVELOPED INTO A BIG 


AMERICAN INDUSTRY. 


And It Has 'All Been Worked Out 


from the Ancient Chinese Fire- 


cracker — How 
They 


Aro Made. 


Tho manufacture of fireworks has 


developed from an Imitation of tho 
Chinese firecracker to un Industry of 
vast proportions In tbo United States. 
Also from tho humble and comport 
live harmless crackor, tho product has 
been developed along tho most com* 
plex yet scientific lines until tho mas- 
ter of ceremonies at a full fledged mod- 
ern fireworks exhibit must needs bo 
a man with a comprehensive knowl- 
edge of tho explosives ho Is handling. 


Tho Chinaman, having Invented 


gunpowder n few thousand years be- 
fore It came Into use In the- western 
world, Invented tho firecracker so long 
ago that tho Incident of Its birth has 
been lost In tho shuffle of history, but, 
curiously enough, tho Chinaman In 
this respect has stood at tho Initial 
point of development, as ho has In all 
else that pertains to his life. Ho still 
makes good firecrackers, but they are 
of tho «amo model and power as ho 
has used for hundreds of years. Tho 
American, having stolon tho Idea, pro- 
ceeded to develop It along linos truly 
Indicative of th» American character 
—flamboyant, pyrotechnic and loud. 
Tho Chlnoso cracker IB a small affair, 
considerably moro so than tho crack- 
er to buy which tho small boy tolled 
In tho gray dawn carrying water to 
tho elephant, but at 
Chinese New 


Year's and other festival 
times 
a 


string of their firecrackers suspended 
from the end of a bamboo polo will 
oxplode—every 
ono 
of 
them—and 


there will bo no "sliders" nor blanks 
found In tho string. Which goes to 
•how that tho 
hand-made Chlnoso 


article Is atlll honestly mado and that 
western methods of cheap machine 
manufacture have not Invaded 
tho 


cradle of tho firecracker. 


Dut na all things American have de- 


veloped 
to 
prodigious proportions, 


leaving In tho past tho memory of aim 
pllclty, so tho firecracker of history 
each year flnda a smaller place In tho 
demonstrations of America. 
Instead 


thero have como tho rocket, tho bomb, 
tho sot plcco and tho appliances for 
pouring forth torrents and volcanoes 
of multi-colored fire. It Is tho manu 
facturo of theoo goods that baa grown 
to such slzo and commercial conse- 
quence. 


Tho preliminary In the manufacture 


of nearly all fireworks Is tho making 
of tho case. 
Ttlo quality of paper 


varies from tho commonest straw- 
board to tho finest bank note paper 
CUBOB for skyrockets require a fine 
grade of paper called ropo board. Tho 
paper IB first pasted and then rolled 
over a mandrel. Tho drying process 
takes four or five days nnd tho case 
then Is ready for for charging. They 
vary from two to 20 Inches In lengtl 
and from one-quarter of an Inch to two 
Inches In diameter. Tho loading o 
skyrockets, up to tho last four or five 
years, baa boon done by hand, but tho 
machine now takes tho placo of tho 
hand loader. A aplndlo placed in tho 
center of tho case causes a cavity as 
tho material IB packed In around It. 
Tbo materials aro scooped In, ham- 
mered down until it la of rock-llko 
hardness and then tho splndlo IB with- 
drawn. When tho rocket la fired tho 
largo surface of material In tho spin- 
dle cavity catcboB fire at onco, caus- 


ng a tremendous 
pressure of gns 


vhlch pours out of tho splndlo cavity, 
causing tho rocket to shoot skyward. 
The colored stars, which go In tho 
lead of tho rocket or bomb, nro com- 
>osed as follows: 
Hod. nitrate of ba- 


ryta, chloride of potash nnd shellac; 
green, nltrnto of baryta; yellow, oxll- 
nto of soda. Purpio and bluo nro com- 
>osed of various preparations of cop- 
ier, whllo tho making of tho other 
:Ints are trado secrets. 


Tho Homnn candle is charged as 


follows: Sots of cases are placed on 
ilns and thoro Is scooped In first a 
quantity of clay, which prevents tho 
explosive composition from burning 
tho hand; then a chargo of gunpow- 
dor. and on top of this aro placed tho 
colored stars In tho proper sequence 
of color. On top of this comes a com- 
tosltlon called fuse, which makes tho 
ntorvals between tho discharge of tho 
stars. 
After tho fuse rammers aro 


>rought down to pack tho material, 
tho operation being repeated as often 
as required. Tho candles contain from 
two to 35 stars. 
Tho finishing con- 


sists of covering tho candle and pro- 
viding a quick match for easy Igni- 
tion. 


Quick mntch, ono of tho Important 


'eaturcs of fireworks manufacture, la 
made from specially prepared wick 
soaked In n solution of gunpowder. At 
tho proper tlmo It Is wound off on 
frames and Just before It Is dried It Is 
sifted over with very flno powder In 
order to make It extra quick In action. 
It Is then cut In lengths of about six 
feet and worked Into what is known 
UB mntch paper, after which It U 
placed In manlla papor cases and 
Jolnnd together. Flro at ono end of 
quick mntch leaps to tho other and al- 
most us quickly as would electricity. 
The quick match Is fitted out on what 
aro known as lances, or rods of bam- 
boo. For sot pieces tho design Is 
sketched by nn artist and then scaled 
so It can bo enlarged to any size. Tho 
regulation sot piece frame is 10x8 
foot and Is divided Into squares a foot 
large. Tho design Is outlined in rat- 
tan, pegs aro driven Into tho rattan 
and on these pegs nro fastened thi 
quick match lances referred to. 


Sulphur, saltpeter nnd charcoal en- 


ter largely Into tho manufacture of 
fireworks and for particularly brilliant 
effects stool and Iron filings are added.

This IB What It Would Be If All the 


Little Crackers of One Fourth 


Were Put Together In 


One Tube, 


There aro—to bo exact—13,018.C37 


boys between tho ages of four and 20 
years in the United States who nro go. 
ng to celebrate tho Glorious Fourth. 
And this takes no account whatever 
of tho old boys, between tho ages of 
!0 nnd 80. with a few verging on tho 
>dge of 90 for good measure. Those 
)oys aro going to celebrate In tho 
good old-fashioned way with firecrack- 
ers nnd toy pistols and cannons nnd 
skyrockets and nigger-chasers. They 
are going to make a lot of nolso and 
a good many boys aro going to got 
their fingers nnd thumbs blown off 
and their faces filled with gunpowder 
nnd their ears trimmed. 
But that 


doesn't make any difference; they aro 
;olng to celebrate nevertheless. Now, 
:horo Is no use dragging out statistics 
to show how many boys were killed 
and maimed and sent to tho hospital 
last Fourth of July. You will waste 
your ink In writing down tho figures 
nnd your breath In talking about thorn, 
but you will not stop tho small boy, 
nor tho big boy, nor tho mlddlo-agod 
boy, nor tho old boy from celebrating. 
All your arguments will have no avail. 


Suppose all tho firecrackers that 


will bo fired off could bo concentrated 
Into ono colossal firecracker and that 
all tho boys In tho United States could 
bo assembled around It nnd that at a 
given moment It could bo fired oft, 
winding up tho whole business of a 
Fcurth-of-July celebration at ono fell 
swoop. There would bo ono mighty 
shock to tho nerves of nervous old 
women and shaky old men. There 
would bo ono big slzz and ono big 
bang that would bo heard all tho way 
around the world, and then nil would 
bo over; everybody would have cele- 
brated; tho samo amount of money 
would have boon spent and quiet and 
poaco would bo resumed. Now, lot's 
BOO how It can bo figured out. 


First of all. one must ascertain how 


many firecrackers there are In tho 
United States. 
Ono of tho largest 


dealers says there aro now 100,000,000 
firecrackers In this country waiting to 
bo exploded on tho Fourth of July. 
Another largo dealer flays this esti- 
mate Is too high and places tho num- 
ber at 20,000,000. When ouo consid- 
ers, however, that there aro more than 
13,000,000 boys In tho country and that 
tho first estimate allows something 
less than eight firecrackers for each 
boy, ono must admit that tho figures 
nro, perhaps, not so far out of tho way. 
But ono of tho chief alms of this ar- 
ticle Is conservatism, nnd, therefore, a 
compromise position will be taken and 
tho average of two estimates will bo 
used, which places tho number of fire- 
crackers at GO.000,000. 


Next, let us BOO how much gunpow- 


der there Is In thoao 00,000,000 fire- 
crackers. Tho beat authorities on this 
subject say that In tho average fire- 
cracker there Is ono-twcntloth of an 
ounce of gunpowder. This calculation 
Is based on tho number of "indy-flro- 
crackers," which aro tho smallest, on 
up to tho big cannon crackers, Includ- 
ing tho tremendous "Hunt" and Num- 
ber 18, which contains two ounces of 
explosives.

But hold on! How about tho dam- 


age? 


For many years there have boon 


learned discussions concerning t?io 
force of various grades of explosives. 
Tho experts call It potential energy. 
Somo time ago two famous French- 
men—Koux nnd Sarrau—made n r,o- 
rles of experiments to determine the 
exact extent of tho potential energy 
of tho most powerful explosives and 
the results of these experiments hivo 
become tho standards of tho best In- 
formed experts on this subject. 
It 


was learned from these studies that 
tho average potential energy of gun- 
powder IB 480 foot-tons to tho p-iund. 
You will observe, therefore, that there 
would bo a good deal of "business" 
concentrated In a gigantic firecracker 
containing 187,500 pounds of gunpow- 
der. In this Immonso cracker thoro 
would bo stored 90,000,000 foot-tons of 
potential energy. 
Startling as aro 


those figures, to tho layman they mean 
llttlo. Let us compare them to some 
object with which we aro familiar. 


Take the Flatlron building In Now 


York, for Instance. Its weight Is 50,- 
000 tons. Now, If thero nro 480 foot- 
tons of potential energy In each pound 
of gunpowder, It would require 104 
pounds of gunpowder to blow up a 
building weighing 50,000 tons. This 
amount of gunpowder, is scientifically 
applied,' would do tho Job completely 
and raze tho big structure from base- 
ment to roof. Such an explosive effort 
as this, however, represents but a 
small part of tho force In the supposi- 
tional king of giant firecrackers, which 
would contain 90,000,000 foot-tons of 
energy—enough to blow up (according 
to exact mathematical calculation) 
1,800 structures similar to tho Flntlron 
building before you could sny "Jack 
Hoblnson!" 


So, perhaps, after all, It may bo as 


well to postpone tho building of this 
groat universal firecracker until our 
experts have learned a llttlo bettor 
how to handle high explosives. 
.

ritorial settlers know that 
parrots 


wore onco numerous In Nebraska. 


Fifty years ago they were still seen 


along the Missouri river In southeast- 
ern Nebraska, but disappeared very 
suddenly after tho first settlement In 
that region.

Through tho 
influence of 
Gov. 


Hughes, tho New York Legislature de- 
cided to mako no radical changes In 
tho new Insurance law. It was pointed 
out by Gov. Hughes that tho New York 
law has already accomplished wide- 
spread reforms, with proportionate 
benefits to pollcyholdors, and that It 
should bo given a thorough trial bo- 
foro any amendments were seriously 
considered.
